ball players, who allegedly 
took two golf carts for a joy 
ride. 

Teator and Fontenot 
declined to be interviewed. 

While patrolling, LSUS 
campus police officer Gilbert 
Wilson noticed two golf 
carts were missing. 

The golf carts, which 


were not 
university 
property, 
were 

brought to 
campus for 
the Caddo 
And 
Bossier 
Soccer 
Associa¬ 
tion (CABOSA) soccer tour¬ 
nament. 

Wilson dispatched fellow 
officer, Page Hoots, at 2:30 
a.m. to notify the Shreveport 
Police Department and cam¬ 
pus police chief Ron Parker 
about the missing golf carts. 

At approximately 3:45 
a.m., Wilson spotted move¬ 


ment on 
the soccer 
field. 

Hoots 
requested 
backup 
from the 
SPD. Wil¬ 
son said 
he went 
down to 
the tent where the carts were 
being stored and found two 
suspects. 

Nathan Teater and Jared 
Fontenot were taken into 
custody on charges of unau¬ 
thorized use of a movable. 

SPD officers took Teater 
and Fontenot to City Jail.

The letter stated, "Mar¬ 
tin Albritton suggested that 
you might value the type of 
professional financial ser¬ 
vices I provide.” 

The letter concludes, "1 
will call early next week to 
arrange a convenient time 
to get together." 

When asked what the 


official policy regarding 
this matter was, Fred Kreig 
of Human Resources said, 
■"We try to discourage it.” 

Kreig also went on to

A student waited until a day after his final 
exam to arrange a make-up.

was Paxton’s heart. 

Unfortunately, Paxton’s chance at life 
ended April 11, 2000. Paxton battled her fight 
with liver cancer until she could fight no more; 
she was 45 years of age. 

Paxton taught classes as an adjunct in the 
Department of Fine Arts at LSUS, while 
working on her Master’s degree. 

“She wanted to teach art in the public 
school system," said La Wanda Blakeney, pro¬ 
fessor of musical appreciation. “Some people 
are givers or takers; she was a giver.” 

Blakeney and Paxton became good friends 
and colleagues when Paxton received an 
office adjacent to Blakeney’s office. For the 
next four years, Blakeney and Paxton estab¬ 
lished a bond that led to a close relationship, 
including Blak¬ 
eney teaching 
piano to two of 
Paxton’s three 
sons. 

“Everyone 
liked her, that’s 
why we’re so dis¬ 
traught,” said

and staff to feel comfortable 
furnishing their information to 
us for the directory, so we dis¬ 
courage unauthorized solicita¬ 
tion of any kind.” 

According to Krieg, compa¬ 
nies interested in offering ser¬ 
vices are required to go through 
human resources, fill out the 
proper forms, and gain autho¬ 
rization. 

Ammons explained that she 
isn’t trying to canvas the entire 
campus. She’s an ex-student 
trying to build her network. 

She said that she is only 
contacting people she knows 
personally because the mailing 
expenses come out of her pock¬ 
et. 

“1 was a student worker in 
communications about twelve 
years ago, and 1 remember most 
of my professors.” 

Ammons also contends that 
she used university catalogs and 
a campus directory, both of 


which, she believed to be public 
information. 

The campus directory is 
printed and distributed for cam¬ 
pus use; it is not to be consid¬ 
ered public knowledge, accord¬ 
ing to Fred Krieg. 

Krieg would like to remind 
all faculty and staff that the 
campus directory is for campus 
use and distribution to of this 
information to non-campus 
interests is discouraged. 

Krieg said that this is rarely 
a problem, but he would consid¬ 
er any solutions offered to pre¬ 
vent further misuse. 

Regarding further use, 
Ammons said that she has 
already reached the people she 
wanted to contact. 

Krieg recommends that any 
future alumni that want to make 
solicitations to their former 
professors, should contact them 
in person, during office hours. 


LaMoyne Batten, Chair of the Department of 
Fine Arts.

The charges 
may be reduced 
to a lesser charge, but Parker is issuing three 
possible charges for the District Attorney. 

According to Parker, the D.A. will 
decide on only one: Theft, Unauthorized use 
of a moveable, or Criminal Mischief. 

The Student Conduct Board will review _ v 
its own charges against the students, and 
issue a punishment accordingly. 

The carts were being stored under a tent 
outside, because organizers for the 
CABOSA said they would need them very 
early in the morning, so they would prefer to 
not have them locked in the compound. 

Parker said, “The CABOSA people said 
they would chain the carts together and 
remove each individual ignition key from 


the carts.” He continued, “Well, they didn’t 
chain them together, but they did remove the 
ignition keys.” 

“They’ll be locked up from now on,” 
said Parker. 

The police report suggests the two stu¬ 
dents, Teater and Fontenot, used the carts to 
joy ride over to Orleans Square apartments, 
located adjacent to the campus. “Apparently 
they were trying to return the vehicles after 
using them,” said Parker. 

Baseball coach Rocke Musgraves said, 
“We never had an ounce of trouble with 
these boys before.” 

He went on to say, “Sometimes good 
people make mistakes and hopefully this 
will be a learning experience and we can 
tum this into a positive.”

This 
has been a long time com¬ 
ing for me,” said Hamman, 
“I’m lookin', forward to 
making some good increas¬ 
es over the next twelve 
weeks and go into the trials 
strong.”
